SUBJECT: Airplane Accommodations 


1* PRO BLEM : Should the Agency require employees to use air coach or 

tourist class facilities, when they are available, rather than first- 
class air travel facilities? 

2. FACTS: 

a* As a matter of policy, the Agency has adopted the Standardized Travel 
Regulations and Foreign Service Travel Regulations. 

(1) Both of these authorities provide for the use of first-class travel 
facilities when they are available and for sleeping berths during night 
travel overseas. 

(2) Neither the Bureau of the Budget nor the Department of State is con- 
templating a modification of these provisions. 

b. Air coach or tourist class travel is less expensive than first-class 
accommodations (See Tab A) and, in many respects, the facilities and 
equipment are comparable to those of first-class accommodations 
(See Tab B). 

3. DISCUSSION: 

a. A policy requiring the use of air coach or tourist class travel whenever 
available would adversely affect morale, would entail the use of plane 
facilities which are inferior in some respects to first-class accommoda- 
tions and would create operational and administrative difficulties in 
determining whether first-class or air coach and tourist travel should 
be used in individual cases (See Tab B). 

b. Second-class accommodations do not provide for sleeping berths. Accord- 
ingly, if air coach or tourist class travel were authorized in cases in 
which travelers are entitled to standard berths by Agency Regulations, 
Standardized Travel Regulations or Foreign Service Travel Regulations, 
as applicable, travel benefits would be less than those generally 
provided in the Federal service* Moreover, second-class travel could 
not be authorized under current Agency Regulations in those cases in 
which travelers are entitled to berths and such accommodations can be 
arranged* 

U. CONCLUSIONS: 

a. The CIA should, as a matter of policy, conform to the Government-wide 
policy and practice of authorizing first-class accommodations*
